by Robert III. 3d May, 1424. Tiraditioa imputes the 
exchange betwixt Seott and IngKs to a conTersatioa, 
in which ^e Uttf r, a man, it would appear, of a mild 
and forbearing nature, complained much of the injuric-t 
which he was exposed to from the English Bordeit-r^ 
irho iVequently plundend his lands of Branksome. Sir 
William Scott instantly offertd him the estate of Sf«iw 
diostone, in exchangr- fbr that which was sul^'t^t to sodi 
egreinoas inemiyenience. When the bargain was coi»> 
plett>d. he drily remarked, that tlie cattle in Cumber, 
land were as good as those of Teviotdale ; and proceed- 
ed to commence a system of reprisals upon tlie English 
which was regularly pursued by his succ< ssors. In the 
next reign, James II. grantt- d to Sir Walter Scott of 
Branksome, and to Sir David, his son, the remaining 
half of the barony of Branksome, to bt* held in blanche 
for the payment of a red rose. The cause assigned for 
^hf grant is, their brave audfluthful f xertions in favour 
of the king against the house of Douglas, with whom 
James had bi*en recently tuggpmgfor the throne of Scotp 
land. This chaner is dated the 2d Februar}-, 1443 ; 
and, in the same month, part uf the barony of Lang^ 
holm, and many lands in Lanarkshire, were cmiferred 
apon Sir Walter and his son by thf same monarch* 

Jdiec the period of the exchange with Sir Thomaa 
Inglis, Branksome became the principal seat of the 
Bucdeuch fluiiily. The castle was enUrgid and 
strengfthened by Sir David Seott, the grandson of S^ 
William, its flnt possessor. But, in 1570.1, the ven. 
geance of Elizabeth, provtriced by the inroads of Bae- 
•leuch, and his attachment to the cause of Queen Mary, 
dettioyed the castle, and hiid waste the Unds of Brank- 
aOA *. In the same yiear the castle was repaired and 
enlarged by Sir Walter Scott, iu brave possessor ; but 
the woriK was not eompleted ontU after ITis death, in 
lf74, when the wklow finished the buiUing. This ap>

It was conferred on Sir William 
St* Clair, as a slight compensation for the earldfim oS 
Orkney, by a charter of King James III. dated in 1471, 
and is now the property of Sir James St. Clair Erskine,
